A  REPORT  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN 

In  Sunapee,  like  most  other  towns  and  cities  throughout  the  state, 
the  property  tax  bill  has  come  to  be  such  a  burden  it  is  almost  impossi- 
ble to  live  with. 

For  two  years  in  a  row  our  tax  rate  has  increased  $3.20  per  thousand 
dollars  of  valuation.  The  breakdown  for  the  $3.20  increase  for  1982  is 
as  follows:  $1.40  School  District,  $1.30  Town  Government,  and  $.50 
County  Government.  This  increase  brought  the  tax  rate  for  1982  up  to 
$27.00  per  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation.  This  $27.00  is  broken 
down  as  follows:  $16.30  School  District,  $7.40  Town  Government,  and 
$3.30  for  our  County  Tax. 

We  would  like  to  mention  at  this  time  that  improvements  were  made 
in  several  areas  of  town  property  which  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Selectmen.  The  town  docks  at  Sunapee  Harbor  were  rebuilt  in  the 
early  part  of  1982.  Two  roofs  were  replaced  on  the  rest  rooms  in 
Sunapee  Harbor,  one  is  a  storm-type  roof  and  the  other  one  a  secon- 
dary flat  roof  as  a  place  to  hold  the  band  concerts  during  the  summer. 
The  railing  around  this  roof  was  replaced  after  having  been  completely 
destroyed  by  vandalism  late  in  1981.  The  town  dock  at  Georges  Mills 
was  rebuilt  along  with  the  base  of  the  diving  board.  Rocks  in  the  beach 
area  were  cleaned  up  as  well  as  other  debris  that  keeps  surfacing. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  say  that  we  are  always  open  for  com- 
ments and  recommendations  from  all,  and  we  certainly  appreciate  the 
cooperation  we  have  received  from  the  heads  of  the  departments.

REPORT  concerning  PROPERTIES  of  TOWN  of  SUNAPEE 

AND  SARGENT'S  LAKE  SHORE  COTTAGES,  Inc.,  near 

WOODSUM  STEAMBOAT  WHARF,  at  LAKE  SUNAPEE, 

GEORGES  MILL,  New  Hampshire. 


Two  problem  areas  were  investigated:  1)  the  road  to  Lake  Sunapee 
easterly  of  the  former  steamboat  wharf,  westerly  of  the  site  of  Elm 
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Lodge,  now  property  of  Sargent's  Lake  Shore  Cottages,  Inc.;  and  2)  the 
boundary  line  between  the  Gift  Shop  property  and  Town  of  Sunapee  land 
where  a  public  toilet  building  is  located. 

1)  The  Town  Road.  From  the  Town  records,  1875-1887,  page  79  and 
following,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  road  from  the  bridge  over  the  brook 
that  runs  from  Otter  Pond  to  Sunapee  Lake,  to  the  shore  of  Sunapee 
Lake,  was  first  laid  out  June  22,  1877.  This  first  highway  was  described 
as  being  one  rod  wide  through  land  of  Stephen  D.  Page.  And  the  "easter- 
ly boundary  of  the  road  not  to  be  within  two  feet  of  the  southwest  corner 
of  said  Page's  house".  Through  the  land  of  Rhoda  Hutchins  to  the  shore 
of  the  Lake  the  road  being  1.5  rods  wide.  The  description  followed  the 
center  line  of  the  road  as  laid  out. 

The  1877  road  was  widened  and  straightened  by  the  Selectmen  by  a 
layout  dated  June  25,  1898.  See  Town  Records,  1888-1899,  page  528  and 
following.  In  this  description  the  easterly  line  of  the  road  is  the  side  from 
which  the  dimension  of  width  is  made.  Station  0  to  Station  1,  the  width  is 
20'  (twenty  feet);  from  Station  1  to  Station  2  the  road  "splays'  out  to  be 
28'  (twenty-eight  feet)  at  Station  2;  and  on  reaching  Station  3  becomes 
33'  (thirty-three  feet). 

In  the  1898  description,  as  in  1877,  there  is  particular  note  made  that 
the  easterly  side  of  the  road  is  at  a  point  two  feet  (2')  west  of  the  house: 
"—2'  west  of  the  corner  of  Ardelia  Whittemore's  house".  Research  in- 
dicates that  the  Page,  Whittemore,  Irene  Sargent  house  are  one  and  the 
same. 

The  above  mentioned  1898  layout  is  shown  on  the  accompanying  plan. 

2)  Boundary  between  Gift  Shop  property  and  Town  of  Sunapee  Land 
(near  a  public  toilet  building). 

The  Gift  Shop  tract  was  subdivided  out  of  a  larger  tract,  Emily  B. 
Davis  to  George  F.  Slade,  May  22,  1915,  Warranty  Deed,  Book  188,  Page 
312,  Sullivan  County  Records.  The  definition  of  this  parcel  is  the  same 
when  conveyed  by  the  heirs  of  George  F.  Slade  to  John  A.  and  Irene  A. 
Sargent,  June  4,  1959,  Book  368,  Page  443  (S.C.R.) 

The  boundary  of  concern  is  described  in  these  instruments  as:  'North 
84  degrees  30  minutes  West,  about  106',  along  said  steamboat 
company's  land,  to  an  iron  pipe  on  the  bank  of  (said)  brook.'  The  beginn- 
ing point  of  that  line  being  130',  more  or  less,  southerly  along  the  wester- 
ly side  of  the  road  from  Georges  Mills  Post  Office  to  the  Steamboat 
wharf,  from  the  south  side  of  the  brook  running  from  Otter  Pond  to 
Sunapee  Lake. 

In  laying  out  the  boundary  described  in  the  deed  the  line  runs  through 
the  toilet  building;  see  accompanying  plan. 
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ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  "Cemetery 
Land  Fill"  account  of  $913.00  and  the  amount  of  $250.00  received 
from  the  sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  during  1982  to  the  present  "Capital 
Reserve  Cemetery  Lot  Fund",  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

This  right-of-way  is  to  be  transferrable  if  property  is  sold,  with 
no  weight  restrictions,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  to  rebuild  the  horizontal  water  turbine  at  the 
Sunapee  Water  Department  Pump  Station,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $33,000.00  in 
order  to  purchase  the  Public  Service  Company  of  N  H  power  house  and 
land  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $16,500.00  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  with  the  balance  to  be  raised  by 
taxation,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  for  the  Fire  Department  to  upgrade  the  ladder 
truck,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,600.00  for  the  purchase  of  one  new  5.5  cubic  yard  sand 
spreader  hopper,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Community  Youth  Advocates,  Inc.  in  order  to 
assure  continued  services  and  counseling  for  the  young  people  of  this 
community,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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SUNAPEE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  report  of  the  Sunapee  Planning  Board  Chairman  to  the  1983  An- 
nual Town  Meeting. 

This  has  been  a  quiet  year  for  requests  for  subdivisions  of  property. 
Most  of  our  applications  have  been  minor  subdivisions  or  boundary  ad- 
justments and  lot  size  changes  of  previously  approved  plans. 

We  did  hold  two  open  public  hearings  to  discuss  the  advisability  of 
limiting  the  size  of  the  lots  in  the  town  of  Sunapee.  These  meetings  were 
held  as  exploratory  meetings  due  to  the  concern  of  some  of  the  members 
that  there  was  beginning  to  be  a  proliferation  of  rather  small  lots  along 
the  lake  shore  and  in  the  town  itself.  The  discussion  centered  around  the 
suggestion  of  limiting  the  lot  size:  on  the  town  sewer  to  a  minimum  of  3A 
of  an  acre;  and  off  the  town  sewer  to  VA  or  2  acres. 

Though  there  was  some  interest  shown  at  the  meetings  for  this  type  of 
minor  zoning  regulation,  the  attendance  was  sparce  and  the  Board  could 
get  no  feeling  from  the  community  on  this  matter. 

Since  there  was  never  a  clear  agreement  on  the  Board,  the  subject  was 
dropped,  and  probably  will  not  be  reconsidered  until  there  is  shown  a 
greater  interest  by  the  voters  of  the  town  as  evidenced  by  a  petition  duly 
presented  to  the  Selectman.

In  the  past  year  the  Sunapee  Police  Department  responded  to  a 
variety  of  calls.  Through  increased  residential  patrols  during  the  even- 
ing and  night  time  hours,  the  burglary  rate  has  declined.  The  reported 
thefts  for  the  year  1982,  however,  have  increased,  most  being  reported 
during  the  daytime  hours  and  having  occurred  mostly  on  weekends  in 
the  summertime. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  violent  crimes,  such  as  assaults 
and  domestic  violence.  Locally  and  nationally,  statistics  show  violent 
crimes  on  the  increase.  Most  of  this  increase  can  be  attributed  to  the 
economy.  Unemployment  and  inflation  have  always  been  a  factor  in  an 
increasing  crime  rate.  The  economy,  it  is  said,  will  be  on  the  upswing 
by  the  end  of  1983.  As  things  begin  to  return  to  normal,  it  is  hoped 
that  we  will  begin  to  see  a  drop  in  crime. 

Laws  have  changed  drastically  in  the  last  decade  making  law  en- 
forcement much  more  difficult.  Civil  Liberties  Union  lawyers  are  work- 
ing very  diligently  in  an  attempt  to  defend  criminals  and,  in  doing  so, 
have  found  many  loopholes  that  cause  liberal  judges  to  find  more  peo- 
ple not  guilty  of  crimes  simply  on  a  mere  technicality. 

I  ask  you  to  become  more  involved  in  helping  to  reduce  the  crime 
rate.  Don't  hesitate  to  call  the  police  if  you  see  a  suspicious  car  or  per- 
son in  your  neighborhood.  It  may  be  a  false  alarm,  however,  the  law  of 
averages  will  make  ten  false  alarms  worth  the  effort  when  one  real 
alarm  is  answered.

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SUNAPEE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  water  department  has  had  an  unusually  busy  year  with  our 
maintenance  program,  we  have  had  several  major  water  main  breaks 
and  service  leaks,  this  is  more  than  normal  per  year. 

Several  years  ago  we  started  replacing  our  old  galvanized  summer 
water  mains  that  were  undersized  and  used  way  beyond  it's  life  expec- 
tancy and  also  causing  a  lot  of  problems  as  well  as  costly  repairs. 
Eight  years  ago  we  had  nearly  seven  miles  of  summer  water  mains 
that  were  all  galvanized  pipe.  Each  year  we  have  replaced  a  portion  of 
this  pipe  with  either  year  round  water  main  or  with  new  plastic  water 
mains,  we  now  have  approximately  eight  thousand  feet  of  three  inch 
galvanized  pipe  to  replace. 

With  our  water  improvement  program,  we  have  replaced  a  fire 
hydrant  on  103-B  and  also  installed  a  valve  so  we  may  work  on  the 
hydrant  without  interrupting  the  rest  of  the  system,  also  repairs  were 
made  to  several  hydrants. 

The  water  department  has  pumped  it's  water  supply  with  water 
power  for  fifty  plus  years,  this  year  we  will  need  major  repairs  to  our 
pump  station  estimated  at  forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  this  major 
repair  work  will  allow  us  to  continue  pumping  water  for  another  fifty 
plus  years. 

On  January  5,  1983,  the  State  Water  Resources  Board  notified  the 
water  dept.  to  stop  pumping  with  water  power  due  to  the  low  lake  level 
caused  by  below  normal  rainfall  this  past  summer,  conservation  ef- 
forts on  our  part  has  helped  prolong  this  shut  down  through  the  season 
but  until  the  lake  fills  to  a  normal  level,  we  will  have  to  pump  with  an 
electric  pump.  We  urge  that  everyone  on  our  water  system  to  conserve 
water. 

The  water  and  sewer  commission  has  regular  scheduled  meetings  the 
last  Thursday  of  every  month.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE 
WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  PLANT  AND  PUMP  STATIONS 

The  joint  venture  by  the  towns  of  New  London  and  Sunapee  continues 
to  operate  without  any  major  problems.  Minor  problems  are  being  cor- 
rected by  the  increasing  cooperation  and  experience  gained  by  the 
operating  personnel  of  both  towns. 

The  expenditure  of  $13,000  for  electrical  power  in  1981  was  considered 
unacceptable  by  the  plant  operators,  and  a  concerted  energy  conserva- 
tion effort  was  launched  in  1982.  The  installation  of  a  wood  stove  was 
completed  in  late  January  and  resulted  in  a  savings  of  approximately 
$2,000  in  1982.  Through  judicious  use  of  plant  electrical  equipment  we 
were  able  to  reduce  the  kilowatt  usage  from  the  previous  year  by  40%, 
with  no  effect  on  our  operational  processes.  Overall  the  plant  operators 
lowered  total  power  costs  by  $6,265.42  from  the  1981  expenditure. 

The  sludge  storage  tank  went  through  the  winter  of  1981-82  without 
any  freezing  problems,  due  to  the  covering  and  insulating  of  the  tank. 
The  work  on  the  tank  has  proven  to  be  a  worthwhile  endeavor  as  the 
operators  were  able  to  utilize  the  tank  throughout  the  winter  greatly 
enhancing  the  operational  process. 

Robert  Urban  was  elected  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Con- 
trol Association  as  one  of  the  two  operator  representatives  on  the  State 
Certification  Board  of  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  Operators.  The  two 
year  term  began  in  March  1982,  and  shows  Sunapees  commitment  to  the 
proper  education  and  training  of  treatment  plant  operator's  not  only  at 
the  local  level,  but  statewide  as  well.  Mr.  Urban  becomes  the  second 
Sunapee  operator  to  sit  on  the  board,  replacing  Dennis  Wells  whose  term 
expired  in  February  1982. 

The  public  is  always  welcome  to  visit  the  treatment  plant  during  nor- 
mal working  hours.  Both  operators  and  myself  will  be  glad  to  show  you 
around  and  explain  the  processes  involved.

We  started  our  second  term  in  Concord  at  the  state  Capitol  serving  you 
and  the  town  of  Sunapee  on  the  state  and  county  government  level, 
January  5,  1983.  We  in  the  legislature,  due  to  a  special  session,  have  been 
serving  since  the  last  session  on  committees  and  our  regular  legislative 
work. 

I  have  served  on  the  Labor,  Human  Resources  and  Rehabilitation  Com- 
mittee for  the  last  two  terms  and  have  chaired  two  subcommittees.  The 
County  government  is  more  demanding  than  you  might  expect,  due  to 
the  home  rule  concept,  which  keeps  a  lot  of  costs  for  human  services 
closer  to  the  voters  and  out  of  the  state  bureaucrats  domain.  The  county 
delegates  authorize  and  budget  five  and  one  half  milion  dollars  to  be 
spent  at  the  direction  of  the  County  Commissioners.  I  serve  on  the 
Budget  Committee  and  the  Building  Needs  Committee,  which  are  the 
two  most  active.  With  the  aid  of  Sunapee  selectmen,  especially  Ernie  Cut- 
ting, Chairman,  we  have  introduced  some  legislation  to  give  Sunapee 
more  representation  and  more  say  as  to  how  our  large  share  of  County 
taxes  are  spent.  Another  piece  of  legislation  I  am  introducing  will  pro- 
mote safety  in  boating  on  the  waters  of  New  Hampshire.  I  work  closely 
with  the  Honorable  Senator  George  Wiggins,  who  is  as  concerned  about 
local  affairs  as  I  am. 

My  philosophy  for  representing  you  in  Concord  is  to  keep  in  mind  what 
is  good  for  our  citizens  and  the  families  that  make  up  our  community  and 
serve  them,  and  not  some  political  party,  faction  or  special  interest 
group,  who  have  their  own  interest  in  view.

REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

This  year  gave  the  Highway  Department  the  opportunity  to  continue 
on  our  usual  tasks,  as  well  as  taking  on  several  special  projects. 

One  of  my  top  priorities  was  to  continue  to  skim  and  oil  some  of  our 
streets  that  were  becoming  badly  out  of  shape.  This  program  was  started 
the  previous  year,  but  lack  of  funding  prevented  us  from  oiling.  However, 
this  was  not  a  wasted  effort.  Elm  Street  and  the  south  side  of  Winn  Hill 
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Road,  which  we  had  prepared  for  oiling  last  year  were  done  this  past  sum- 
mer. 

In  addition  to  this,  our  department  also  took  on  two  special  projects 
that  were  largely,  but  not  totally  state  funded. 

The  first  project  was  to  make  a  suitable  turnaround  at  the  end  of  Beech 
Street  which  had  always  posed  a  hazard  turning  a  plow  truck  around. 
Thanks  to  very  cooperative  landowners  on  both  sides  of  the  street,  this 
project  was  made  possible. 

A  large  amount  of  muddy  material  was  removed  and  replaced  with 
heavy  road  gravel.  Fifty  feet  of  12  inch  drainage  pipe  was  also  installed  to 
alleviate  a  water  problem  that  had  previously  existed.  The  second  project 
was  a  continuance  of  one  that  we  started  last  year. 

During  the  late  summer  of  1981,  we  mucked  out  four  to  five  feet  of  clay 
on  a  stretch  of  North  Road  known  as  Hasting' s  Hill,  and  replaced  it  with 
the  same  amount  of  gravel.  This  stretch  of  road  held  up  very  well  this  spr- 
ing so  we  continued  on  this  year  with  the  same  method.  However,  about 
three  hundred  feet  up  the  road  we  struck  a  snag.  Ledge  rose  to  the  surface 
of  the  road  within  fifty  feet  of  a  house.  After  consultation  with  the  Board 
of  Selectman  and  State  Engineers,  we  decided  that  blasting  the  ledge 
with  a  house  that  close  would  be  too  risky.  Instead,  we  drained  around 
the  ledge  with  6  inch  underdrain  culvert  and  five  inch  trap  rock.  This 
method  worked  well,  so  the  roadbed  was  finished  and  hot  topped  in  mid- 
October. 

Two  bridge  projects  came  up  last  year  that  we  had  not  anticipated.  The 
first  was  a  small  wooden  bridge  replacement  on  Avery  Road.  The  second 
project  was  to  repair  the  bridge  on  Paradise  Road.  After  we  got  a  good 
look  at  the  bridge,  we  decided  that  it  was  beyond  repair.  Instead  of 
replacing  the  bridge,  we  installed  two  five  foot  in  diameter  culverts  with 
headwalls,  concrete  curbing  and  steel  railing. 

In  closing,  I  would  say  that  1982  was  a  year  of  much  progress  on  our 
highways  and  bridges.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  comments  feel  free  to 
call  me  at  work  or  at  home.

SUNAPEE  FIRE  ENGINEERS  REPORT 

From  December  1,  1981  to  November  30,  1982  your  Fire  Depart- 
ment answered  a  total  of  154  alarms,  an  increase  of  approximately 
20%.  Of  these  alarms,  fire  related  responses  increased  from  66  in  1981 
to  78  in  1982,  and  medical  related  responses  increased  from  65  in  1981 
to  76  in  1982. 

During  the  Fall  of  1982,  the  department  started  a  dry  hydrant  pro- 
gram. Two  existing  dry  hydrants  were  repaired  and  our  new  ones  were 
installed.  All  labor  was  volunteered  by  members  of  the  department 
and  all  equipment  time  was  donated  by  area  contractors.  These  dry 
hydrants  in  conjunction  with  the  new  large  diameter  hose  will  afford 
better  fire  protection,  particularly  in  areas  of  the  town  not  served  by 
the  municipal  water  systems. 

Again,  your  department  urges  you  to  properly  maintain  any  solid 
fuel  burning  devices  and  vents.  To  paraphrase  —  Only  you  can  prevent 
chimney  fires.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business! 
This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws 
were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program 
of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years, 
established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire 
is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the 
cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program. 
The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  forest  fire 
wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire 
departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  govern- 
ments provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as 
wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress 
reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to 
forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared 
to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  entire 
citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES 

The  Claremont  City  Council  and  the  voters  of  all  fourteen  towns  in 
Sullivan  County  adopted  the  District  Agreement  at  March  1982  town 
meetings.  The  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  District  are  vested  in 
the  District  Committee.  The  District  Committee  is  comprised  of 
representatives,  appointed  by  the  City  Council  and  Boards  of  Selectmen, 
from  each  member  community.  The  District  Committee  held  its  organiza- 
tional meeting  on  May  6,  1982,  Alston  Barrett,  Acworth,  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Abraham  Hunter,  Lempster,  was  elected  Vice  Chairman. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Claremont  was  appointed  Treasurer.  Susan 
Laskoske  was  appointed  Secretary.  Additional  meetings  were  held  on 
August  12,  October  14  and  November  15,  1982. 

To  date,  the  District  Committee  has  concentrated  its  activities  on  con- 
tinued development  of  the  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project.  The  NH/VT 
Solid  Waste  Planning  Committee,  comprised  of  the  District  Committee 
and  its  counterpart,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Southern  Wind- 
sor/Windham Counties  Solid  Waste  Management  District,  met  bimonth- 
ly during  the  past  year.  Efforts  have  been  directed  towards  sufficient 
development  of  the  Project  so  that  key  information  will  be  available  to 
the  member  communities  by  mid  January,  1983.  Summarized  below  are 
the  major  activities  that  the  District  has  been  working  on: 

(1)  A  search  for  a  private  firm  willing  to  design,  construct,  finance,  own 
and  operate  an  energy  recovery  facility  has  been  completed.  Clark- 
Kenith,  Incorporated,  Atlanta,  Georgia  was  selected  and  will  submit  a 
detailed  proposal  on  January  7,  1983.  The  proposal  will  include  a  per  ton 
disposal  fee  bid,  or  price  per  ton,  that  Clark-Kenith  proposes  to  charge 
the  District  for  acceptance  of  the  solid  waste  at  an  energy  recovery  facil- 
ity owned  and  operated  by  Clark-Kenith. 

(2)  A  land  disposal  site  has  been  selected  in  Newport,  adjacent  to  the 
Claremont/Newport  town  line.  Over  40,000  dollars  in  hydrogeologic  and 
engineering  work  will  be  completed  on  the  site  by  the  first  week  in 
January,  1983.  Drilling  of  test  wells  and  the  hydrogeologic  assessment 
have  been  completed  to  date.  The  site  has  been  shown  to  have  favorable 
hydrogeologic  conditions  for  land  disposal.  Positive  discussions  with 
State  regulatory  agencies  have  been  held.  Preliminary  design  and  cost 
estimates  for  use  of  the  site  either  as  an  ash  disposal  site  or  regional  land- 
fill are  being  finalized. 

(3)  The  NH/VT  Interstate  Solid  Waste  Compact  has  been  approved  by 
the  United  States  Congress  and  signed  into  law  by  the  President.  This 
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allows  the  two  Districts  to  move  forward  towards  cooperatively  develop- 
ing the  Project. 

(4)  A  draft  transportation  analysis  has  been  completed.  Cost  estimates 
for  construction  and  operation  of  transfer  stations,  where  necessary,  and 
transportation  of  the  waste  to  Claremont  have  been  developed.  These 
costs  will  be  combined  with  Clark-Kenith's  bid,  ash  disposal  costs,  and 
estimated  District  administrative  costs  to  provide  each  community  with 
the  projected  1985  total  costs  for  participation  in  an  energy  recovery 
facility. 

(5)  A  two  week  weighing  survey  was  conducted  at  area  landfills  during 
June  and  September,  1982  to  confirm  solid  waste  quantities. 

(6)  A  proposal  was  solicited  and  received  from  Resource  Recovery 
Systems,  Incorporated,  Branford,  Connecticut  to  operate  a  glass  and  can 
recycling  facility  in  conjunction  with  an  energy  recovery  facility. 

(7)  A  draft  environmental  assessment  of  the  proposed  energy  recovery 
facility  has  been  completed  and  is  available  to  interested  parties. 

(8)  Negotiations  with  Central  Vermont  Public  Service  Corporation  (CV) 
ended  with  a  final  offer  from  CV  which  the  Project  considers  unaccept- 
able. A  petition  has  been  filed  with  the  New  Hampshire  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (PUC)  requesting  the  PUC  to  establish  a  long-term  rate.  A 
hearing  has  been  scheduled  for  February  11,  1983. 

(9)  Preliminary  discussions  have  been  held  with  communities  outside  of 
the  District  with  respect  to  joining  the  District.  Three  New  Hampshire 
communities  have  expressed  some  interest. 

In  summary,  the  District  Committee  should  be  able  to  make  a  decision 
on  continued  development  of  an  energy  recovery  facility  or  regional  land- 
fill during  January,  1983.  Either  facility  could  be  operational  by  1985. 
Total  estimated  costs,  based  on  site  specific  engineering  data  and  con- 
tractor bids  will  be  available  to  the  participating  towns  and  cities  by 
January  20,  1983.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #43: 

The  American  School  Board  Journal  recently  completed  its  fifth  an- 
nual survey  of  school  board  members  across  the  country.  More  than 
4,200  board  members  responded  to  a  survey  in  which  they  were  asked 
to  list  the  major  concerns  or  problems  facing  the  schools. 

The  following  concerns  were  listed  along  with  the  percentage  of 
responses:  (1)  Lack  of  financial  support  -  23.4%,  (2)  declining  enroll- 
ment -  20.0%,  (3)  parent's  lack  of  interest  -  12.6%,  (4)  use  of  drugs 
-8.6%,  (5)  lack  of  discipline  -  6.2%,  (6)  finding  good  teachers  -  5.8%,  (7) 
teachers'  lack  of  interest  -  5.3%,  (8)  disrespect  for  students  and 
teachers  -  4.3%,  (9)  poor  curriculum  and  poor  standards  -  4.2%,  (10) 
pupils  lack  of  interest  and  truancy  -  4.0%,  (11)  large  schools  and  over- 
crowding -  2.3%,  (12)  crime  and  vandalism  - 1.9%,  (13)  integration  and 
busing  -  1.4%. 

Perhaps  local  citizens  would  have  a  different  priority  listing,  but  I 
doubt  that  the  concerns  would  be  very  different.  I  would  like  to  men- 
tion the  first  few  items  and  explain  how  they  affect  us  locally. 

Certainly  financial  support  of  the  schools  is  extremely  important 
locally  since  our  schools  are  almost  completely  funded  by  local  proper- 
ty taxes.  New  Hampshire  ranks  50th  (last)  in  the  nation  in  regard  to 
state  aid  to  local  districts  for  public  education.  Each  school  district 
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has  to  rely  almost  exclusively  on  the  local  property  owner  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools.  That  is  why  there  is  such  a  difference  in  educational 
programs  and  facilities  in  this  state.  This  difference  is  going  to  become 
greater  and  greater  if  the  present  method  of  funding  our  schools  con- 
tinues. The  wealthy  districts  will  have  the  better  all-around  programs 
while  the  poorer  districts  will  just  not  be  able  to  keep  up  with  their 
neighbors. 

Our  schools  have  not  been  seriously  affected  by  large  decreases  in 
student  enrollment.  When  we  have  had  decreases  locally,  we  have  tried 
to  appropriately  reduce  our  staff  through  retirements  and  normal  at- 
trition. We  don't  expect  this  to  be  a  serious  problem  in  the  future. 

Parental  interest  in  our  schools  varies  according  to  the  different  ac- 
tivities. In  some  districts  we  have  very  strong  support  for  building 
programs,  athletic  programs,  music  activities,  honor  programs,  stu- 
dent exchange  activities  and  other  special  programs  as  they  develop, 
and  of  course,  we  encourage  all  citizens  and  parents  to  participate  ac- 
tively in  any  phase  of  our  school  program. 

We  have  spent  a  lot  of  school  time  and  teacher  time  on  the  drug  and 
alcohol  problem.  Our  schools  are  very  alert  to  the  fact  that  we  need  to 
cooperate  with  all  parts  of  the  community  to  combat  this  serious 
teenage  problem.  We  are  continually  trying  new  programs  which  we 
hope  will  effectively  educate  our  students  to  the  serious  effects  of 
these  substances.  We  will  continue  to  use  every  available  means  in  this 
area,  but  we  know  that  the  schools  cannot  do  it  alone. 

Students  generally  behave  properly  in  school.  But,  we  always  have 
had  and  continue  to  have  a  small  element  who  do  not  behave  as  they 
should  within  the  school  environment.  Unfortunately,  our  teachers 
and  adminstrators  spend  a  disproportionate  amount  of  their  time  deal- 
ing with  this  small  number  of  students.  Some  of  our  schools  are  trying 
new  discipline  codes  and  new  behavior  modification  programs 
specifically  designed  for  these  students.  We  cannot  and  should  not 
spoil  the  learning  environment  for  the  large  majority  of  well  behaved, 
good  mannered  students  just  because  a  few  continuously  misbehave. 

Excellent  teachers  have  always  been  hard  to  find.  But  now,  in  some 
areas,  good  teachers  and  even  average  teachers  are  extremely  difficult 
to  locate.  New  Hampshire  ranks  49th,  just  above  Mississippi,  in  the 
average  pay  our  teachers  receive.  The  typical  teacher  in 
Massachusetts  earns  $5,200  more  a  year  than  the  same  teacher  in  New 
Hampshire.  Why  would  a  teacher  or  administrator  choose  to  come  to 
New  Hampshire  when  48  other  states  will  pay  more  for  the  same 
work? 
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Our  school  districts  have  always  maintained  excellent  programs 
with  the  financial  resources  available.  It  is  going  to  be  much  more  dif- 
ficult to  accomplish  this  in  the  next  few  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

The  1982-83  school  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of  203  pupils.  Once 
again  the  uneven  distribution  of  students  enrolled  at  all  grade  levels  con- 
tinues to  necessitate  the  formation  of  combination  grades.  This  year  we 
have  three  combinations.  They  include  a  combination  1-2,  2-3,  and  5-6. 
Next  year  the  shift  in  enrollment  may  see  an  apportionment  of  students 
prompting  as  many  as  four  combination  grades. 

In  September  we  instituted  a  new  Readiness  Class  after  realizing  that 
several  youngsters  enrolling  at  Sunapee  Central  for  their  first  year  were 
definitely  not  ready  for  a  formal  first  grade  program.  We  have  been  very 
pleased  with  our  Readiness  results  thus  far. 

Curriculum  development  continues  on  a  regular  basis  with  staff 
members  constantly  evaluating  and  revising  programs  and  materials.  A 
new  science  and  social  studies  series  has  been  adopted.  The  mathematics 
discipline  is  presently  being  reviewed  and  much  consideration  is  being 
given  to  the  use  of  computers  in  the  classroom  at  the  elementary  level. 

Besides  the  regular  basic  curriculum,  many  co-curricular  programs  are 
offered  to  students  throughout  the  school  year  which  give  each  child  an 
opportunity  to  develop  or  improve  specific  skills  and  talents.  Some  of 
these  include  intramural  soccer,  basketball  for  6th  grade  students,  piano 
and  guitar  lessons,  and  our  Winter  Activity  Program  (WAP),  which  of- 
fers skiing,  gymnastics,  crafts,  puppetry,  woodworking,  cooking,  and 
computer  instruction. 

The  Sunapee  Parent-Teacher  Organization  (SPTO)  continues  to  be  very 
active  and  supportive  of  all  school  programs.  A  special  commendation 
should  be  offered  to  Mrs.  Donna  Jonas  for  her  capable  leadership  as 
SPTO  President. 

Sunapee  students  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  the  recipients  of  the 
results  of  a  strong  team  of  parents,  teachers,  and  volunteering  commun- 
ity members  sharing  in  a  most  positive  and  productive  educational  pro- 
cess.
